Single-tax advocates should be able 
to make a strong case for their theory 
as a result of the numerous buildings 
which are being razed in the city cen- 
ter in order to save realty taxes, but 
you don't have to be a single-taxer to 
recognize the disregard of public in- 
terest and opinion which can be laid 
at the doors of those responsible. The 
general ugliness which is produced 
seems to bother them not at all and, in 
fact, they appear disposed to rub it in 
a bit, as they invariably lease their 
sorry sites to a man with an ugly (et 
gruesome) name and, if we remember 
the NRA days, the same man with 
the ugly name also has ugly ways, 
making quite a complete score of un- 
pleasant aspects. 

« * * 

One of the worst eye-sores is at 
Eighth and Chestnut streets, where 
Green's Hotel stood for many years, 
and admitting that the old hostelry 
could no longer serve a modern pub- 
lic (a fact not granted as regards its 
unique dining rooms), it would seem 
that a trust company which had been 
befriended in a very particular way 
itself might have been disposed, as 
an expression of civic concern, to have 
erected in the place of the hotel an 
attractive "tax-payer." This should 
not be difficult, as the neighborhood 
is a highly important retail section 
and the revenue from good stores 
would probably serve to keep the prop- 
erty on a no-loss basis until a better 

market arrived.
